This trend, however, would 
develop parallel with progres-

His solution was that Argen-

This dropped to an average 
of some 7.0m. tons per annum 
during the first Ave post-war 
years (1046-1950). The export 
total in 1951 of 5.8m. tons te- 
noted a further serlous reccs- 
sion and if may be doubted 
whether the current year’s final 
figure will amount to more 
than half that of 1951, that is, 
mere then 60 por cent below 
the 1046-50 annual average. 

Short-term prospects for ime 
provement depend almost’ cn- 
trely on grain.
